Storage  stocks  of  potatoes  Iteld  by  growers  and  local  dealers  In  the  fall 
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crop  producing  areas  of  the  country  totaled  151.4  million  hundredweight  on 
Deceniber  1,  1968,  according  to  th4_C&op,Wperliik#'6oa#d^3niis  is  6  percent 
less  than  the  161.7  million  hundredweight  on  hand  December  1,  1967.  These 
stocks  consist  of  fall  potatoes  held  for  all  uses  on  December  1* 

Stocks  in  the  eight  eastern  fall  States,  at  U7.2  million  hundredweight 
on  December  1,  compared  with  k%6  million  in  1967.  Maine  stocks,  at  31*2 
million,  were  3  percent  below  1967»  Upstate  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  hold- 
ings were  below  a  year  earlier  but  Long  Island  stocks  equaled  1967  holdings. 
The  eight  central  fall  States  had  33*2  million  in  storage  this  year,  slightly 
less  than  the  33*5  million  a  year  ago*  Holdings  in  Minnesota,  North  Dakota 
and  South  Dakota  were  larger  than  a  year  ago  but  smaller  for  other  central 
area  States.  Stocks  in  the  nine  western  fall  States  were  71*0  million  this 
year  compared  with  78.6  million  on  December  1  last  year.  In  Idaho,  stocks 
at  U0«5  million  were  down  5»0  million  from  a  year  earlier.  Holdings  were  also 
below  December  1,  1967  in  all  other  western  States. 

Disappearance  of  1968  potatoes  to  December  1,  was  68.6  million  hundred- 
weight compared  with  69.5  million  in  I967,  and  75.1  million  in  1966.  Produc- 
tion of  fall  potatoes  in  I968  was  220.0  million  hundredweight  compared  with 
231.2  million  in  1967  and  227.8  million  in  1966. 

Movement  of  the  current  fall  potato  crop  to  fresh  market  and  chippers 
through  November  30,  as  indicated  by  rail  and  truck  unloads  in  41  cities,  was 
slightly  less  in  I968  than  in  the  same  period  of  1967.  Processing  of  potatoes 
for  other  food  uses  (excluding  starch  and  flour)  was  above  a  year  earlier  but 
movement  of  1968  fall  potatoes  to  starch  factories  has  been  below  the  1967  level. 
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Sales  of  fall  potatoes  for  all  purposes,  including  fresh  market,  processing, 
seed  and  livestock  feed,  accounted  for  86.8  percent  of  the  1967  fall  production 
and  84.0  percent  of  the  1966  crop.  The  balance  of  the  crop  disappearance  occurred 
on  farms  where  grown  and  included  losses  through  shrinkage  and  waste  and  use  as 
seed,  food  in  farm  households,  and  livestock  feed.
